His articles are nol
before me, but the contexts mey be
stated, in general terms.

“LRT THOSE DBUILD RAILROADS WIHO
WANT THEM,"”
is ono of his leading ideas, Very fow
men, in this day, will say they do not
“want" rilroads. They enhance the
value of real estate, especlally, and
bring numberless conveniences, All
men like the accommodotions of wealth;
and though none can take & town lot or
a farm to the next world, I never yet
heard of & man that would not rather
die worth a milllon dollars than die
worth nothing. Thus, according to
“ Memphis's "' theory, If rallroads in-
crease weslth, and if all persons wish to
be wealthy, then they must all “* want
railrosds as one of the means of attain-
ing their wishes, This Idea of * letting
those who want railroads build them, '
is, however, the development of a selfish
instinet, The ssme illiberal spirit says,
““let those who want paverents and
sidewanlks build them.” The same
illiberal spirit says, ' let those who want
levees build them.' But, fortunately,
the law steps in and compels all Inter-
estad Lo build sidewalis and pavementa.

if such selfish views prevalled, “"Mem-
phis™ says the merchants should build
thess roads, because they handle the
freights over them. I insist that the
owners of houses and lots are more ben-
efited by railroads than are the mer-
chants, Let me illustrute by oue ex-
ample: When I landed on this bluff, In
1535, a worthy citizen had bought & cor-
ner lot for one thousand dollars, He has
held it, paid all taxes on it, and im-
proved it. It frounts two hundred feet
on Main street, and is now valued at
one thousand dollars er front foot! His
annual reuts sre said to be thirty-two
thousand dollars. Let u= call him Mr,
A. Buppose B. had put one theusand
dollers in dry goods, groceries, hard-
ware, or anything else. Would that
sum have brought bim the income that
A. gets? Buppose he had loaned it out
at compound interest, would it have
brought him this remuneration? Sup-
wse he had put it in rich lands away
rom railroads, would Le have been paid
as A. has been? This is an extreme
case, it is true; and I conecede that the
increased value of A's Jot is not all
owing to raliroads. But these roads
have greatly contributed to that result.
Now, shouald not A, “want” railrosds?
Yes, But he has never “wanted” them
enough to give them one dollar of aid,
except that extorted from him by tax-
ation.
